FUND COMPUTER NETWORK OPERATIONAL 


The Fund for UFO Research has recently 
begun to operate their new UFO computer 
network-- UFONET. The Network has bean 
set up for the exchange of UFO informa¬ 
tion, The network is intended to | 

decrease the response time between the 
Initial report of a UFO sighting and the 
subsequent investigation and also to 
decrease the time it takes UFO 
investigators to detect a local 
concentration of sightings or to detect 
a local concentration of sightings or 
to detect t he onset of a general "flap." 
The Initial network is limited to the 
exchange of information on UFO sightings 
as they occur. The ceatral computer 
acts as a "bulletin board" onto which 
the correspondents (UFO investigators 
with the proper computer equipment) 
can "pin" sighting reports and other 
correspondents can read the reports. 

The bulletin board will retain any 
given sighting for two weeks.
